Litvinoff Dies; 
Red Diplomat 


MOSCOW, Jan. 2—(JR—An official 
foreign office announcement has 
disclosed the death of Maxim Max­ 
imovich Litvinoff, 
who keynoted

Soviet foreign commissar with the 
often-quoted declaration, “ peace is 
indivisible.” He was 75. 
Litvinoff died Dec. 31, and fun­

CLEVELAND, Jan. 2—(ift-Jane 
Norton, who painted pictures

holding a brush in her teeth while 
she was in an iron lung, died T ues­ 
day. 
Miss Norton, 28, had been contin 
ed to the breathing m achine n e ar­ 
ly a decade, but kept up her sp ir­ 
its by painting, reading, listening 
to recorded music and talking to 
friends. 
She was stricken with a ru p tu r­ 
ed blood vessel at the base of her 
brain just a month after she was 
graduated from U gh school in 1941 
That affected her spinal cord and 
resulted in p artial paralysis.

Industrial concerns, firm s and individ­ 
uals look to the governm ent for contracts 
and favors. Washington has so much pow­ 
er now that it can m ake one man or one 
firm rich and ruin another. 
The income tax favor scandals now 


plaguing the country suggest governm ent 


officials are using their power to help en­ 


rich friends. But they can just as easily 


use their power to wreck enem ies. When 


they start doing that unchallenged, the 


country will be in the hands of dictators. 


There is only one cure for it and that 


is to reduce federal power by restoring 


sta te s’ rights and the constitutional sy s­ 


tem of checks and balances in W ashing­ 


ton.

Crystal Ball Gazers 
On Optimistic Side 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2—i*>-Anoth 
er booming year for the nation’* 
economy is confidently forecast for 
this new year. 
Maybe you will not have all the 
money you would like to spend be 
cause of higher taxes and prices, 
but you should like 1952. 
Jobs will be plentiful. Factories 
will continue to bum. The gov 
ernment will pour huge expendi­ 
tures into the economy, via the 
rolling

Big var could change the pic­ 
ture. And your guess on that is just 
about as good as any one’s.

People stopped buying then at 
the clip they had been They began 
to save more That tendency is still 
apparent. Business worried about 
that. It cut orices and began a real 
selling job. 
Those two factors—selective pur­ 
chasing and big inventories — are 
cited as assuring a good supply of 
the things we need. 
In other words, unless all the 
forecasters are wrong, which ti 
hardly likely, the bloom will still be 
on the boom in 1952. 
The year 1951 ended with the 
economy at a new high. The first 
full year of production since the 
start of the Korean war saw new

Future Bombers 


To Be Pilotless 


Guided Missiles 
M ay Replace Them 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2-<JV-The 
United States may be starting to 
build the 
last of the 
man-flown 
bombers. 
When these big planes reach the 
obsolete age, a new generation of 
transoceanic guided missiles and 
pilotless aircraft are expected to be 
ready to take over the long range 
aerial bombardment jobs. 
But, 
airmen, 
familiar 
with 
planning for the future, say that 
doesn’t mean the current new 
heavyweight bombers will be out 
of date soon. 
The Air Force has two heavy jet 
bomber type projects—the Boeing 
B-52, the first model of which is 
completed and 
undergoing 
tests, 
and the Consolidated Vultee B-60, 
the swept-wing, all - jet successor 
to the combination piston-jet B-36, 
a prototype model of which is ap­ 
proaching completion. 
There are several arguments ad­ 
vanced against keeping on building 
bigger and 
bigger 
bombers, 
in­ 
cluding these: 
1. Heavy bombers are getting too 
costly in money, 
manpower and 
materials. 
2. 
Guided missiles, 
when im ­ 
provements are attained in guid­ 
ance system s, can do everything 
the heavy, strategic bomber does 
at less cost in manpower, mater­ 
ials and perhaps, in a major war, 
in money.

USING THU B-52 as an example, 
military 
aviation 
officials 
make 
these points: 
As combat planes go, it will last 
a long time (perhaps five or ten 
years) because the aerodynamic 
design of the airframe appears to 
be about the maximum that can be 
expected. It is as streamlined, as 
efficient for lift as the drafting 
board men can make it. 
The airframe 
design 
will 
live 
through several generations of en­ 
gine design. Indeed, different type 
engines may be used in different 
B-52s for different kinds of m is­ 
sions. 
Despite 
the 
optimism 
about 
longevity of the big bombers, no 
one, including the industry, dis 
regards the ascendancy of the 
guided m issile. Indeed, most of 
the big aircraft companies, Boe­ 
ing among them, are working in­ 
tensively in their own missile re­ 
search laboratories. 
One industry official, Robert E. 
Gross, president of Lockheed Air 
craft Corp., says we have a fine 
start on the problem of guided m is­ 
siles but hastens to point out the 
question of guiding the m issiles is 
still a thorny one. He told a group 
of bank officials recently that: 
“It’s not bard to build just a m is­ 
sile of any range, long or short; 
ifs not tootiard to build short-rang 
ed guided missiles. But up to now 
it’s been awfully hard, if not im ­ 
possible, to build a long-range guid­ 
ed m issile. The long range guidance 
system , not the m issile—that’s the 
key. And that’s the prize — what 
the race all over the world is for— 
and we must and we can win it. 
“In plain language, we must 
have a guidance system that can 
go beyond the horizon. How do you 
bend a beam (an electronic team 
along 
which 
the 
missile 
rides) 
around the curve of the earth’s sur­ 
face?”

Lengthen Lemon Life 


RIVERSIDE, Calif., Cfi — The use 
of hormone sprays developed by 
University of California scientists 
may have increased the life of 
lemons after they have reached the 
storage house by as much as 50 
percent.
